2 NEGRO WOMEN 
SAVED FROM MOB 

SNOW HILL, Md. (AP)— 
Heavily armed state police sent 
into this eastern shore commun¬ 
ity kept order today after a night 
of wild disorder climaxed when 
four state troopers waded in to 
rescue two negro women from a 
threatening mob of 1,000 men. 

After hours of milling around 
the Worcester County Jail, the 
angry men broke in a window last 
night, ripped a cell door from It* 
hinges and made away with the 
two women, who were being held 
for "Investigation" in connection 
with the slaying of an elderly 
farmer. 

The troopers, taking up tile 
trail, caught up with the crowd 
at Stockton, where Harvey Pil¬ 
chard was shot to death last Sun¬ 
day night by three negro men 
who seriously wounded his wife. 

There, led by Lieut. Ruxton 
Rldgely, the troopers battled ap¬ 
parently hopeless numbers briefly 
but viciously, seized the women 
—Martha Blake and her daughter 
Virginia—and dashed to safety 
across the Delaware line 50 milk* 
away. Sergeant W. H. Eber suf¬ 
fered painful head injuries and 
at least two civilians were hurt. 

The officers said the women 
probably would be brought. to 
Baltimore today for safekeeping. 

By a margin of some 30 
minutes. Sheriff J. William Hall 
and his deputies spirited away a 
negro man who had been held as 
a suspect In the Jail battered 
open by the mob.

After doing seven year* social 
work in Canada-five years with' 
the Toronto Infants Home and 
the Juvenile courts, and two with 
the Y.W.C.A. tn Victoria, Miss 
Kirkwood came over to England 
a year ago: spent six months 
Investigating social institutions; 
and at the first of June was tent 
to Prague to help with emigra¬ 
tion and relief work. 

"We were not troubled tkrough 
we ktww we were under constant 
surveillance, said Miaa Kirkwood. 
“And there waa no direct evidence 
of actual physical oppression on 
the surface at Prague so long as 
people went about their business, 
obeyed all the orders and kept 
their mouths shut. 

CZECHS ARE WILY 

"The Czechs were very clever 
at getting around order*," the 
said smiling, "for instance, all 
were forced to put up notice*, | 
"this restaurant, or hotel—or 
swimming-pool—or gymnasium, 
forbidden to Jews." They did so. 
But some of the Czechs got (heir 1 
Jewish friends to put up the 
signs "Jewish restaurant—not 
forbidden to Czechs" and people 
Just kept going aa usual. Or 
others put up ‘blue room reserved 
for Jews.' Then everybody, 
Czechs and- Jews alike would go 
to the blue room until it would be 
overcrowded. Then the proprietor 
would Just switch signs and put 
a sign on the main dining and 
cofftc rooms. Tor Jew*—and re¬ 
serve the small blue room for the 
purists who wanted to by them¬ 
selves—or the German officer*." 

“AU aorta of schemes of this 
sort fulfilled the letter but not 
the meaning of the orders. When 
Jews were obliged to put out 
signs—all the greater crowds 
went to their shop* to show their

could pay dearly for the privi¬ 
lege." It waa then that the stories 
became tragic. 

One man waa told he could 
have a visa for himself and fam¬ 
ily if he paid 40,000 marks tor It.

Webster's Dictionary has the 
following definition for St. Val¬ 
entine's Day-message* of a earn 
tlmental or, by extension, of a: 
comic or burlesque character, 
sent usually anonymoqsly. 

The story of St. Valentine is a 
very beautiful one. Valentinus 
wss a Roman priest, the bishop 
ol Spotetto, who was martyred on ' 
February 14. 271 A.D. He ta re- 
garded as the patron saint of 
lovers. It la generally agreed 
that he waa so famous for hla’ 
love and charity that the custom 
of choosing valentines upon his: 
It -tival look Its form. 

•The frightfully cruel Claudius 
was the Roman emperor at the 
time. New his palaoe wqs a 
Greek temple, whose high priest 
wss Valentinus. He was very 
popular, and hla church waa al¬ 
ways crowded with worshippers. 
War broke out and the dtisens 
were aummtdied to battle. The 
wars continued year after year 
and many hesitated to Join the 
ranks—the married men did not 
want to leave their families, and 
the unmarried men openly de¬ 
murred at leaving their betrothed. 
Claudius waa furious and Issued 
a decree that there should be no 
more marriages, and engage¬ 
ments should be broken. 

One day the good priest Valen¬ 
tinus married a couple In secret, 
standing under th* holy altar of 
I hit church. Other couples came 
to him and he married them. Soon 
many marriages had taken place. 

When Claudius learned of the 
matter he ordered Valentinus cast 
into a dungeon. Powerful friend* 
warned Claudius of the grave 
consequences that would follow
